By 
this logic. the ASU A would have to 
go through the Regents in order to 
obtain a lawyer to sue those same 
Regents. A similar Catch 22 faces a 
student organization at the Univer- 
sity of Texas which is trying to sue 
the Regents of that state 

The ASUA has not been able to 
pay its attorney thus far, and owes 
him more than $5000 

The Regents deny that they ever 
agreed to turn over profits to the 
ASUA. They deny that the ASUA 
fulfilled its obligations in running 
the store, and they deny that the 
ASUA even has a legal right to sue.

Christmas vacation, a 28-vear-old

Her assailant, a Berkeley tle- 
laver named Robert E. Lee, was 
shot in the stomach by a campus 
police officer who ran to the scene 
after being alerted by two passing 
students. It was the first time in 30 
vears a Berkeley campus officer 
was forced to fire his gun in the line 
of duty 

That same day. 150 miles north 
of Berkeley in Chico, about 200 
students continued a siJ-in at the 
Chico State administration 
building. Their gripe: The recent 
arming of the Chico campus police 

The two incidents vividly illus- 
trate the current campus security 
dilemma across the country 

As campus crime grows, cam- 
pus police forces are also growing 
Their numbers are growing as is 
their sopmstication: they are stoc- 
king up on fancy hardware and 
developing new and often con- 
troversial anti-crime programs and 
above ali, they are increasingly ar- 
ming themselves 

And, although long-time cam- 
pus security observers say campus 
officers are enjoying increased sup- 
port from students, there remains 
some resistance from both students 
and teachers who see their cam- 
puses turning into armed camps 

While exact nationwide campus 
crime figures are not available, it is 
the rare college or university, ur- 
ban or rural, that has experienced a 
drop in crime in the past several 
years 


“Campus crime is up so much it 
truly bothers us in the business,” 
says Robert S. Ochs. assistant vice- 
president for Public Satety at 
Rutgers University in New Jersey 
Qchs recently participated in 
several campus crime 
held at various locations around 
the country to aid local officials 
fight crime on their campuses 

Campus crime problems, ac- 
cording to Ochs and several other 
chiefs, stem not from students. but 
rather from outsiders who have

gained more access to campus 
facilities in recent vears. “When 
you open up the campus to the 
community you start sucking the 
community's problems in.” says 
another campus chief 

While violent crimes such as as- 
sault and rape are on the upswing. 
larceny remains college crime 
number one, campus police of- 
ficials all agree. “It's bikes, stereos, 
televisions.” says a beat patrolman 
from a large western 
“Students have a tendency to look 
at their dorms they were their own 
bedrooms,” he adds. “It’s not like 
that. There's some nasty people 
walking around in there.”

New wave hits 


Vandalism raises tuition 


(CPS) Students blame it on 
outsiders who sneak through lax 
dorm security systems. University 
administrators blame it on mis- 
chievous students who may have 
had too much to drink But regar- 
dless of who is responsible for in- 
creasing vandalism and theft on the 
nation’s campuses, the bill goes to 
all students in the form of higher 
tuition and fees. * 

Campuses are easy marks for 
transients “often in- 
distinguishable from students 
many campus security guards 
agree. “We look like hors d'oeuvres 
on a tray to the criminal element, 
especially under today’s economic 
condition,” explained Jack Brick, 
director of public safety at Califor- 
nia State University, Long Beach 

One problem is that many 
students are lulled into a false sense 
of security while ghey are on cam- 
pus. Students, especially freshmen 
away from home for the first time, 
may feel too secure in their dorm 
rooms, said a member of the Kent 
State University police. At home 
you wouldn't lock your door if you 
went to a room down the hall. Here 
it isn't a bad idea to lock everything 
up. 

But bolts and locks and stricter 
security at dorm entrances won't 
protect students against a bigger 
problem than dorm thefts 
student vandalism. Last vear 44 
students at the University ot West 
Virginia went on a two-day van- 
dalism spree which resulted in 
$48,000 worth of damages to 
University-owned dormitories. 
The students ripped out toilet and 
sink fixtures, burned furniture, and 


tore drinking fountains apart. 

The administration at West 
Virginia later released a statement 
to students that property damages 
resulting from student vandalism 
would be “reflected in higher 
tuition.” 

Broken windows and furniture 
have also become a headache for 
administrators at Western Illinois 
University where cases of van- 
dalism have increased significantly 
over the past couple of years 
Randy Lingle, director of the office 
of public safeety, said more 
students are reporting such in- 
cidents, which accounts for part of 
the increase. But an increase in the 
number of people drinking may 
also be the cause, he added 

Students will eventually pay for 
damages with an increase in fees,

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Lingle continued. This is a time 
when replacements of equipment 
and facilities are becoming in- 
creasingly expensive. 

Vandalism is a major problem 
at East Carolina University where 
administrators agree that the 
overall cost is eventually paid by 
the entire student body. Fees for 
iiving in the dorms there have risen 
by some 46% since last year, par- 
tially due to carelessness and van- 
dalism. 

Administrators are baffled by 
the problem of catching vandals in 
the act or prosecuting them later 
“Students are reluctant to ‘eat’ on 
one another,” the director of hous- 
ing at East Carolina University 
said. “I wish individuals would 
understand it is not the ad- 
ministration, but the students who 
suffer when vandals go uncaught.” 

The housing director at the 
University of South Carolina 
agrees that students are the key to 
preventing theft and vandalism in 
dorms. Last year a security system 
was set up in two dorms at South 
Carolina to keep outsiders out, but 
apparently dorm residents felt the 
new locks kept insiders out as well 
Of the 21 locks installed, 20 were 
damaged a few weeks later. “You 
can’t protect students if they don’t 
want to be protected,” he com- 
plained. 

Vandalism at King’s College in 
Wilkes-Barre, PA has affected 
smoke detectors and exit signs in 
the dormitories. The college 
business manager warned students 
there that because of inflation, 
repair costs have increased 
Because the college can only afford 
a certain amount, the remainder 
must be borne by students. He ex- 
plained the entire dormitory 
population will ultimately pay for 
repairs.

(CPS) For awhile this fall, 
University of Minnesota professor 
Erwin Marquit wasn’t sure if the 
course on Marxism he wanted to 
teach would be approved by the 
College of Liberal Arts. 

Even though Marquit had 
already taught the course twice. 
there were cries from right-leaning 
faculty members of “subversion” 
and letters to the editors of 
Minneapolis and St. Paul 
newspapers charging that 
Minnesota students were being 
“brainwashed.” 


But Marquit won his approval, 
and not only will “An Introduction 
to Marxism” be offered this winter, 
but there is also increasing support 
within the university to institute a 
wider program in Marxist studies 
in several other departments 

The Marquit and Marxism case 
at Minnesota is not unusual. As the 
U.S. lurches out of its 28th reces- 
sion of this century, as unem- 
ployment hovers over !0 percent in 
many areas and as traditional! 
economists flounder about in a sea 
of stagflation, the study of Marx 
and his ideas is catching on like 
never before at schools across the 
country 


While students and teachers 
aren't exactly manning the bar- 
ricades, UC economy professor E. 
K. Hunt estimates there are curren- 
tly 2,000 radical economists teach- 
ing in U.S. universities, up from 
only 20 in 1962. 

Radicals make up most of the 
economic department at the

Spiro Manon Pavlovich III, also 
known as Jason Scott Cord 


Cord, or Pavlovich, is charged 
by Harvard officials with pulling 
the wool over admissions official's 
eyes twice between 1968 and 1973. 
They claim he buffaloed his way 
into the prestigious law school 
both times with forged transcripts 
from Tulane University and the 
University of New Orleans 


lo add insult to injury, Cord or 
Pavlovich Harvard still isn’t 
sure what his real name 1s 
received $9300 in loans and 
scholarships from the school his 
first time around which was never 
repaid 

When the FBI caught up with 
Pavlovich Cord in December, he 
was charged with concealing his 
$9300 in debts when applying for 
loans during his second stint in the 
law school 


The story pieced together so far 





by Harvard and the BI goes like 
this: Spiro Marion Pavlovich II 
was admitted to Harvard's law 
school in 1968, allegedly with 
falsified transcripts indicating that 
he had graduated from Tulane. 
Harvard caught on in February of 
1971. and forced Pavlovich to 
resign from the school 

In September of 1973, 
Pavlovich who called himself 
Jason Cord this time was ad- 
mitted under a joint law schoo! and 
business school program with a 
transcript from the University of 
New Orleans showing that he had 
graduated with honors in the 
summer of 1973. Most of the 
credits were transferred from 
Tulane however, and they are 
alleged to have been forged. 

Harvard eventually linked the 
two students with each other after 
some help from FBI handwriting 
experts. Examination booklets 
written by Cord were compared 
signed by 
Pavlovich. and the conclusion was 


with two — letters 


that the writing was done by the 









same person 

So far the case has been heard 
by a federal magistrate who found 
probable cause that Cord filed false 
information on loan applications 
made during his second trip 
through the law school. The magis- 
trate added that he didn't agree 
with Harvard’s claim that Cord 
owed them more than $9000 

The case was ordered held over 
for a federal grand jury on charges 
that the student lied on three 
federal student loan applications. 

Meanwhile. Cord, who is free 
on $10,000 bond, declared that his 
grades during four years of law 
school were “surprisingly good, 
considering the circumstances.” 





Cord had some charges of his 
own to make during the hearing, 
claiming that his performance in 
the law school proved that the ad- 
missions process is inadequate. He 
said that even some Harvard law 
professors contend that despite the 
admissions office dependence on 
grade point averages. they don't 
make much difference beyond a 
certain point. A student with a 3.3 
GPA might make just as good a 
law student as one with a 3.7 GPA, 
he said 

The price for proving that in 
Cord’s case could be a maximum of 
five years in jail, a $10,000 fine or 
both for each of the three loan ap- 
plications if he is found guilty
